A BLOW AT PARNELL 


Several Thousand Nanies Stricken 
From the Voting Lists 
of Cork. 


The Plan Adopted by Conserva- 
tives to Cut Down Opposi- 
tion Majorities.

DuBLIN, Oct. 20.—The Conservatives have 
succeeded in having several thousand names 
Striken from the voting lists of Cork, thus 
disfranchising nearly the same number of 
Liberals. This isa savage blow at Mr. Par- 
neli, who is one of the city’s representatives 
} in Parllament. It is apprehended in home- 
rule circles that the same plan will be tried in 
other sections of Ireland, with a view of get- 
ting rid of opposition majorities. 


Changed the Tithe System, 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Oct. 20.—A change in the 
tithe system has been made by Mgr. Lafleche, 
Bishop of the Diocese of Three Rivers, in his 
letter read in all the churches of that diocese. 
The change, though apparently insignificant, 
means a revolution te the farmer, as itis an 
Innovation in this province. In the past 
tithes were collected by the cures on grain 
only, the twenty-sixth bushel being given to 
the parish priest. There came a time when 
this contribution was deemed insufficient and 
an ordinance was issued making it compul- 
sory for all families not growing grain 
to pay $2 per year, and all other com- 
Mmunicants not farmers, such as clerks, 
servants, efc., were required to pay $1 each 
per annum. The Bishop says that both of 
these are now insufficient and that the major- 
ity ofthe parish priests are unabie to live, 
owing to the fact that by farthe largest area 
of the diocese is given to hay growing, which 
was considered most profitable, and on 
which no tithes were paid. The Bishop says 
that, having to protect his priests as well as 
the faithful, and after having consulted with 
the diocesan chapter, from the present all 
farmers and others raising hay within thelim- 
its of the diocese must pay the cures 744 cents 
every 100, or £5.50 on every 1,000 bundies of 
hay. This contribution will have to be paid 
in money. It will have to be paid in the time 
mtervening between Ash Wednesday and 
Easter. The Bishop, after giving the or- 
dimances of the chureh and the council of 
bishops of Quebec regarding the obligation of 
the faithful te pay the church, says: 

„We, therofore, remind you of the obliga- 
tion under which you are to observe this 
ordinence faithfully aad promptiy, which we 
here order, and to observe that your obliga- 
tion to do 80 isthe same before God and your 
conscience as that of paying tithes on grain, 
and that he who neglects through his fault 
will be guilty of an injustice and will not be 
admitted to partake of the sacraments unless 
he submits faithfully.’’ 

The Bishop also states that the faithful who 
do not pay this supplementary contribution 
will be guilty of larceny in keeping that which 
dees not belong to them. He is satisfied, 
however, that all will submit with the respect 
which they owe to the church. This increased 
contribution, hislordship says, will enable 
the cures to live as they should and to exer- 
cise the liberty which they must toward the 
church. The tithes hitherto existing were 
collectable by land, so thatit is ‘probable that 
au amendment will be asked to the civil code 
giving this extra contribution the force of 
law. It is not improbable thatthe example 
set by Mgr. Lafleche may be followed by the 
other bishops, as hay has become in late 
years one of the staple products of the Prov- 
ince. It means several thousand dollars more 
for the church. 


Count Dillen in Canada, 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Oct 20.—Count Dillon’s 
visit to Canada is attracting more than ordi- 
nary interest. The Pafrie of Mentreal de- 
clares Dillon is here to prepare ata safe dis- 
tance agother Boulanyist stroke. Count Dil- 
lon bimself refuses to say anything expect 
that he le merely exercising the rights and 
privileges of an ordinary tourist. He is 
credited, however, with saying that he is in 
cowmmuilcation with the son of Boulanger’s 
millionaire dupe, who found the money to run 
the Boulangist machine. Many believe that 
he iss 10 Canada to agitate among 
the French Canadians the establishment 
of A French Republic in Uana- 
da with Boulanger at the head. 
Several papers profess to know thatthe 
Count’s only object is the acquisition of land 
for Boulanger and Boulangists in Brit- 
ish Columbia. One paper deciares he hada 
confab with Mercier before coming to Ottawa, 
on the subject of promoting immigration of 
Frenchmen to Quebec with special grants of 
land and other inducements,and that Mercier 
fellin withthe project. Another statement 
is that in pursuance ot the scheme emanating 
from Mgr. Graudin and the ecclesiastics of 
Quebec, and sanctioned, presumably, by 
members of the Federal Cabinet, he has come 
ever in the interest of French coloniga- 
tion in the Northwest. : 


A Terrific Storm, 


Loxrponr, Oct. 20.—The storm that prevailed 
along the North British coasts Saturday wae 
followed by a dense fog.

The Zambesi River Trouble. 


ZANZIBAR, Oct. 20.—Advices received by 
means of British vessels which have arrived 
from the Zambesi River state tbat the British 
gunboats entered the river on Oct. 8, despite 
the protests of the Portuguess authorities. 
Thelr company was a vessel bdonging to the 
British African Lakes Co., whieh had in towa 
flotilla of lighters and canoes laden with 
stores and munitions of war. The entire na- 
tive population lined the banks of the river, 
dancing and clapping their bands. The Por- 
tuguese made a verbal protest against the 
gunboats entering the river. 


Balfour in Luck. 


LONDON, Oct. 20.—The cynical and elegant 
Mr. Balfour, Chief Secretary for Ireland, 
seems to be one of fortune’s favored sons. 
He has just been offered $1,000,000 for his 
shooting preserve in the north of Scotiand—a 
plece of property which was considered 
worthless a generation ago, and which has 
only recently been recognized as of any great 
value. Next to having been born the nephew 
of his uncle, the purchase of this property 
may be set dovn as Mr. Balfour’s luckiest 
hit. 


Mutass a and bea Occupied. 


Lisson, Oct. 20.—The Governor of Mozam- 
bique has notified the Government that the 
British South Africa Company has occ pied 
Mutassa and Dea. The Governor states that 
the Invasion of the Portuguese State of Manica 
occurred before Gen. Sousa was summoned 
bythe King to form a Oabinet, and that it 
anybody is responsible for the invasion it is 
Senhor Ferrao, a former Prime Minister. 


Alleged Spies Arrested. 


PARIS, Oct. 20.—The Petit Journal announces 
the arrest at the Belfort Barracks of one of 
the guards named Dietrich and his sister, who 
are charged with being German spies. Plans 
ofjthe fortifications were found in Dietrich’s 
house. Dietrich and his sister, it is believed, 
were in collusion wi a Hanoverian spy 
named Stahl in divulging French army secrets 
to the German Government.

Examinatioss for Army Promotiens. 


' WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 20.—The matter 
of most Interest to the army now awaiting the 
action of Secretary Proctor is the promuiga- 
tion of regulations to carry into effect the 


recent act of Congress providing for the ex- 
amination of officers before promotion and 
for lineal instead of regimental promotion. 
He has already taken the subject under ad- 
visement. The scope of the examinations to 
be prescribed and the time and place for hold- 
ing the examinations are the most important 
questions to be decided. It is thought not 
unlikely tbat he will appo'nt a board 
of officers, high in rank, to fix upon 
the requirements. A number of propositions 
have been submitted as to the time and place 
of holding the examinations. The one that 
meetg with most general favor contemplates 
the Gonvening ot three permanent boards— 
one each in ashineton, Chicago and San 
Franolsco—to meet once, or perhaps twice, a 
year forthe examination of such number of 
ofticéfs of each grade who are likely to receive 
promotion within a year beg average of pre- 
vious years being ta as a guide in 
determining upon the 9 By this 
metuod the department will bo able to 
weed Outthe disabied officers much faster 
than it examinations be heid only as vacan- 
cies occur. The provision in the bill requir- 
ing that officers who served as volunteers 
shall be ‘examined by boards composed of 
thelr own class is causing some embarrass- 
ment, The engineer corps, for instance, has 
only threé or four officers of this class, not 
sufficieht to form a Boord of Examination. It 
thereforé becomes necessary toviolate the 
law either by not examining them at ali or by 
requiring them to be examined by a board of 
West Pointers. 


The New War Vessels. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct, 20.—Of the eleven 
vessels appropriated for by Congress during 
1889-90. Dut two remain to be disposed of by 
the Navy Department. These are the Thomas, 


submerged monitor, and the dynamite 
cruiser. The Thomas vessel, it is thought. 
will never de bulit, though Congress 
appropriated $1, 500, 000 for its constrnuoa- 
tion.

ASKED TO COME DOWN. 


THE REPUBLICAN CI7¥ COMMITTEE CON-

The opinion is general that 
$1,200 is entirely too much to 
assess a candidate under the existing 
election law, which does not tax the commit- 
tees anything for printingand distributing 


the tickets. The candidates are very strongly 


of this opinion, and. there will almost cer- 
tainly be a wrangle between the nominees and 
the committee if there is nota material re- 
duction. 

The committee, it f is claimed, allowed 
the Secretary, Ford Smith, to make the 
Assessment and that he fixed them 
high so as to raise plenty of money to help 
out Pohiman in his canwass. The other can- 
didates object to the disposition of the com- 
mittee to devote the bulk of its attention to 
Pohiman’s interests. 

WILLING TO REDUCE. 

Treasurer Tom‘ Martin of the committee 
said this morning that it was difficult to tell 
how much money would be needed to get out 


the Republican vote atthe election. He was 
willing to vote fora reduction of the assess- 
ments if the plans of the committee could be 
carried out for less than the estimated cost. 

The committee may take some action with 
reference to the vacancy on the ticket for 
Judge of the Probate Court.

WILLED FROM HIS WIFE. 


AST. LOUISAN GIVES MOST OF HIS PROP- 
ERTY TO AN OLD SWEETHEART.

A Decument Filed in the Prebate Court Te- 
Day Behind Which There Is a Strange 
StoryOther News of Interest Gathered 
To-Day Underthe Court-Heuse Deme. 


A will was filed in the Probate Court this 
morning which is to be contested and the litf- 
gation promises very sensational develop- 
ments. The will is that of Frank O. Lloyd, 
proprietor of the drug store on the southeast 
corner of Seventh and Wash streets, and was 
made at Denver, Colo., the léth of last 
month, the testator leaving his residence on 
Cook and Pendieton avenues and the 
household furniture and a horse and 
buggy to his wife, and all the 
rest of his property to Mrs. Jennie Walker, 
nee Bartiet, of 1509 Pine street. Walrath 
Lloyd is named as executor of the will, and he 
is specially enjoined by his son, the testator, 
to deliver to Mrs. Walker, as soon as possible, 
all ot bis mining stock and other stocks and 
ponds, and all other personal property not at 
his residence, and to sell all of his real estate 
and other assets, excluding only the property 
specifically willea to his wife, and te turn the 
proceeds over to Mrs. Walker as soon as he 
can. 

It seems that Mrs. Walker is an old sweet 
heart of Mr. Lloyd, and that be thought a 
great deal more of ber tnan he did of his 
wife, and also that his attachment for her was 
reciprocated. He left St. Louis about the Ist 
of September and soon after sent for his oid 
St. Louis sweetheart, who at once responded 


to the call. On the 14th of the month he made 
his will, leaving her, as before stated, the 
bulk of his property, and a few days after 
he died. Before the will was 
old, and within a couple 
days of Mr. Lloyd's death, the 
document was presented to the St. Louis 
Probate Court by Mr. Lioyd’s father, anda 
commission was then issued to a Colorado 
notary to examine the witnesses to the will. 
The commission was sent to Denver, Sept. 20, 
and it was a couple of weeks or more before 
the notary’s certificate was received 
in reviy, the delay occasioning some 
uneasiness on the part of Mrs. Walker 
and Mr. Lloyd, the testator’s tather. A still 
further delay awaited them, however, as the 
certificate had not been properly made out 
and had to be returned to Denver. This 
morning a sew certificate was received and 
this one proved to be in proper form and 
the will was placed on file dy the 
clerk of the court.

SUBURBAN RESIDENTS. 


Nocturnal Visitors Eat on Saturday Nights 
the Sanday Dinners ef the Good People 
of Webster aed. Old Orchard—Wwm. T. 
Hazard, R. J. Funsten, L. W. Stebbins, 
Frank Ludlow and Others Have Sutf- 
fered. 


The dull monotony of suburban life has 
been enlivened in the neighborhood of Web- 
ster and Old Orchard in the last few weeks by 
nocturnal revelries which burglars have been 
holding in the homes of prominent residents. 
These festivities have become such common 
occurrences of late that the res- 
idents have become indignant and 
are taking out their carbines 
and navy revolvers to protect themselves 
against the invaders of their homes and the 
destroyers of their peace of mind. To whom 
they are indebted for these calls atsuch un- 
seemly hours the good people of the suburbs 
are in doubt. Some of them suspect a certain 
class of residents they have in their little 
hamlet, while others—and their number is far 
greatér—refuse to believe that a man with 
burglarious blood in his veins could exist in 
so good a community, and they lay all the 
work at the door of their city friends. 
The air in the suburbs is 80 
good and pure tney say, that no person who 
breathes it could fail to be purified and 
cleansed of all evil thoughts. Therefore their 
midnight visitors must come from the wicked 
city where wrong- doing is inhaled by them in 
the vile, impure air they are forced to breathe. 


Perhaps they are right. The wicked people 
of the city have been entertaining their coun- 
try cousins, and it may be that they are now 
resorting to this pecullar methed of repaying 
their calls and partaking of the hospitality of 
some who were entertained. 

GOOD EATERS. 

Certain it ie that the visitors who have been 
making these night calls have shown a great 
fondness for country food. Anybody who has 
ever lived in the suburbs knows with what de- 
light the residents look forward to a Sunday 
dinner, and If that resident happens to be the 
head of a family he knows to what trouble 
those good suburban resideats go to get up 
that dinner. That enthusiastic head of the 
family spends ail of Saturday afternoon 
and halt of his week’s income 
buying chickens, steaks, eggs, vegetabies 
fruit and all imaginable articles for the table. 
With huge baskets on either arm and bundles 
packed aboutin all conceivable positions the 
head of the family ot the suburbs wends his 
way tothe Union Depot. On his way he is re- 
quired to make several stops to pick up pack- 
ages he has dropped or to re-arrange his load, 
which he finds constantly shifting about on 
him. Then be bas to stop every few minutes 
to rest himself. Finally he reaches that 
glorious pile of brick known as the depot,com- 
pletely exhausted, and he heaves a 
sigh of relief as he throws himself down in a 
seat in the car, after having with much dim 
culty placed his load aboard tue train. He 
mops the streaming perspiration from his 
face and has easy sailing until bie station is 
reached. Then he with a great deal of trouble, 
gets hia load off the train and his troubles are 
again renewed as he struggies with his load 
from the station to his residence. That night 
he sleeps well and his slumbers are bright- 
ened with fond dreams of the pieasures of the 
morrow’sdinner. Of late, however, these 
dreams have not been realized by meny 
of the suburban residents, for they awake on 
the morrow only to learn that they have been 
been favored during the night by all- 
ers who have enjoyed their Sunday dinners 
during the night and have left fer the mur- 
tyred head of the family only the unsatis- 
factory reflection that the food has been a 
source of pleasure to some one.

Before the plat 
is returned a tracing is made of it 
which is used to post up 
all of the books and plats in the Street and 
Special Tax Departments. A few days ago 
Mr. Burnet found that a plat of Florida place 
sub-division which had been approved and 
copied, had been changed after I left the 
board and before I had reached the Re- 
corder’s office. Thechanges made were in 
the numbers of a series of lots which had been 
laid off. These changes, of course, mixed the 
Tax Department considerbly, as the lots they 
made bills against were not the same as those 
on the plat on file. How and when the 
changes were made no one seems to know 

exactly. 

Mr. Burnet said this morning: We must 
find a means to make it impossible for these 
plate to be changed between here and the Re- 


corder's office, because there is no end 
to the trouble and complications which may 
arise from the illegal alteration of plats. The 

matter will be submitted to the board at its 
next meeting.

Its condition la such that its 
recovery is doubtful. When asked why they 
waited so long before calling in a physician 
the father stated that ne wanted to call a phy- 
siciam several times, but the woman remon- 
strated, stating the child was not so sick and 
was getting better, and if some one else 
treated the child she could not do anything 
for it. So she kept on treating the child until 
it grew so bad that the parents became fright- 
ened and called me in. G. S. SCHURICHT. 

Dr. Dudley said this morning, 1 do not 
know yet what we can do with the case 80 as 
to get a hold onthe woman as to be able to 
proceed against her legally we must first 
prove that she administered medicine and 
practiced as a physician, but itis safe to as- 
sume that she did not administer any medi- 
cine. We will, of course, investigate the case 
and see what we can do with it.’ 

When last heard from the child’s condition 
was serious.

A NEW FUNCTION FOR-OONGRESS, 

Pending the enactment of the Wilson 
bill to subject liquor imported in original 
packages tothe operation of State pro- 
hibitory laws, the Post-DisPaTcH con- 
tended that the power was nowhere dele- 
gated to Congress, even by the most far- 
fetched implication, to impart life and 
validity to any statutory provision, State 
or Federal, after the United States Su- 
preme Court had declared it unconstitu- 
tional, null and void. Itis manifest that 
such a power would make Congress more 
omnipotent than the British Parliament 
and make a cipher of the Constitution and 
of the Judicial Department. 

On this very ground taken by the PostT- 
DISPATCH one of the State courts of lowa 
and the United States Circuit Court of 
Kansas have held that the provisions of 
the Kansas and Iowa statutes pronounced 
unconstitutional by the United States Su- 
preme Court, so far as original package 
importations aud sales are concerned, 
remain null and void, the Wilson law to 
the contrary notwithstanding. Tit law, 
it is held, can be construed only as pros- 
pective in its operation and as imparting 
to subsequently enacted State laws such 
validity as the consent of Congress can 
confer on State laws affecting interstate 
trade. 

How much validity such consent can 
impart to a State law which operates as a 
regulation of interstate commerce is a 
question that was not before the courts 
and will not be until some new State law 
is based upon the sanction contained in 
the Wilson law. The theory of that law, 
suggested by an obiter dictum in the Su- 
preme Court’s original package decision, 
is that the States-may, with theconsent of 
Congress, exercise a power forbidden to 
them by the constitution. That decision 
was that a State law prohibiting sale of 
imported goods in original packages was 
an exercise of forbidden power. Should 
the Supreme Court adopt the theory that 
this forbidden power can be conferred by 
a mere act of Congress, it will point outa 
new and easy way of amending the 


‘Federal Constitution, a way not provided 


for or sanctioned by its framers.

THE election of HOBBS as Recorder by 
a large majority four years ago when he 
had never been tried in any public office, 
and when the other Republican nominees 
were defeated, was a distinction due, in 
part, to Democratic dissatisfaction with 
the offensive bossism apparent in the 
nomination of his Democratic competitor.

Our Systems, Laws and Conduct Viewed 
Through Other Eyes. 
From the Chicago Evening News. 

The St. Louis Public School system is under 
the control of a President and Board of Direo- 
tors. The directory numbers twenty-one, 
seven of whom are elected irom the city at 
large, the others from districts consisting of 
two city wards each. The schools number 
eighty, dooupying 109 buildings, exclusive of 
sixty-nine kindergarten structures. Of the 
sighty, one is a Normal School for the educa- 
tion of teachers, and one a High School occu- 
pying three buildings, and seventy-six dis- 
trict or grammar schools. Of these 
last thirteen are devoted to colored chil- 


dren. The value ofthe school property is 
$3,734,672. The enroliment df.pupiis for the 
current year (1890) is: Norma! puplis, 127; 
high school pupils, 1,382; night schoois, 2,186; 
grammar schools, 55,688. The echo] receipts 
for the year 1889-90 were {1,136 2; the ex- 
penditures $1,079.285. Of the expenditures 

7,520 was disbursed for teachers’ salaries. 
The scholastic year consiste of forty weeks. 

In addition tothe pubiicthere are ninety 
parochial schools. Of these eixty-four are 
conducted by the Roman Catholics, twenty- 
three by the Lutherans and three by the 
Hevrews. Of the higher institutions of 
learning St. Louis ossesses many 
and fine establishments. Of these 
may be mentioned the 8t. Louis Uni- 
versity, founded by the Jesuits as long ago as 
1823, long before Chicage had a name by which 
to conjure not only a large proportion of the 
industry and wealth of ta¢ country, but of its 
cetera? and culture. * is by all odds the 
finest and largest school building in the city 
and most admirably situated on the corner o 
Grand avenue and the celebrated Lindell 
boulevard. It occupies an entire block. On 
a portion of its site isthe foundation—or 
rather the basement story in which services 
are held—for a large church which, doubtless, 
one of these days will display its well-designed 
architectural proportions to the eyes of citi- 
zensand strangers. Thereare be Wasbing- 
ton university, with its manual training- 
school; the College of the christian Brothers, 
and Concordia Seminary, a heran instita- 
These are, „ but a few selec- 
tions out of a list of twenty-one academies 
and collenes, a whieh are included two law- 
schools no less than nine medical col- 
leges of various systems of the theory and 
practice of medicine; a tralning- school for 
hospital and private nurses; a college of 
pharmacy, and a schoo] of midwifery. So 
that it will be seen St. Louis is by no means 
destitute of the means for individual esguip- 
ment so faras respects intellectual attain- 
ments and their practicalapplicatiog to socie- 
tary needs,

Cate’s followers concede only five counties 
—Phillips, Desha, Chicot, 8f. Francis and 
Crittenden—to Featherston, and claim 
eleven counties for Cate, with a total esti- 
mated voteintne whole district for him of 
not less than 22,000. They believe the entire 
vote may reach 40,000. The less sanguine of 
Cate’s triends piace his majority at 1,000, 
while those who claim to understand the 
dritt ofsentiment in the district say it will 
exceed 2,500. While the actual returns will 
no doubt vary considerably from the present 
estimates, there seems to be little doubt but 
that the polling of a full Democratic vote will 
give the district to Cate by a substantial 
majority. 

GEN. POWELL CLAYTON WORKING FOR LANGLEY. 

The event of the canvass in the Second Dis- 
trict wus the appearance on the stump of 
Gen. Powell Clayton.

Besides the splendid speeches delivered by 
Hon. R. Q. Milis of Texas, United States Sen- 
ators Jones and Berry, Hon. J. W. House, 
Hon. W. M. Fienback and other 
representative Democrats have been stump- 
ing for Breckinridge. Tue closing day 
of the canvase will be full of interest. Hon. 
W. C. P. Breckinridge of Kentucky, is to de- 
liver several speeches in the district, begin- 
ning at Lonoke, Oot. 23. He will be given a 
royal welcome, and itis believed that he will 
win a great many votes for the Democratic 
candidate.

SOLD AT NON 


THE “COTTON BELT’S” MISSOURI DIVISION 
BRINGS $6,000,000. 


Purehased by a Representative of the Re- 
erganization Committee Without Com- 
petition—Terms of the Sale—The Rest ef 
the Property te Be eld in Waco, Tex., 
Thursday. 


**Six million dollars, once, said Col. D. P. 
Dyer afew moments after noon to-day from 
the eastern steps of the Federal Building, 
**$6,000,000, twice; $6,000,000, third and last 
call; $6,000,000 buys the property, gentle- 
men. 

The property selling for that rather impos- 
ing sum at a public sale of the Master in Chan- 
cery was the Missouri division of the St. 
Louls, Arkansas & Texas Railway. The pur- 
chasers were the Reorganization Committee, 
representing the security holders, and the 
gentieman bidding for them at the sale 
was Mr. Louis Fitzgerald ef New Tork, 
President of the Mercantile Trust Co. of 
that city and amember of the committee. 
The sale to Heorganization Committee, which 
isin reality the Central Trust Co., and the 
Mercantile Trust Co. of New York, who hold 
the first and second mortgages on the prop- 
erty, wasaforgone conclusion, and throws 
the St. Louis, Arkansas & Texas road from the 
bands of receivers into the direct con- 
trol of the New York financial men 
composing the two trust companies named. 
The sale was made under a decree of fore- 
closure issued by the Federal Court last July, 
and will be followed by asimilar sale of the 


Texas Division at Waco, Tex., on Thursday 
next. 

Shortly before the noon hour a little group 
of gentiemen began to gather on the eastern 
steps of the Federal building. Col. S. W. 
Fordyce, the present Receiver, and former 
President of the St. Louis, Arkansas & Texas 
Road, was one of the first to appear, followed 
by Master-in-Chancery David P. Dyei; Mr. 
Louis Fitzgerald of New York, Attorney Vic- 
tor Morowitz of New York, legal representa- 
tive of the Reorganization Cemmittee; E. 8. 
Rowse of St. Louis, and a number of other 
railroad and financial men. A short confer- 
ence had deen held previously in the 
office of the Master in Chancery, and all the 
preliminaries of the sale arranged. During 
waiting for the sale to begin some conjecture 
was indulged inas to whether Jay Gould’s 
appearance in St. Louis on the day of the sale 
had any especial meaning in the premises, but 
the question was left open. 

THE SALE BEGUN. 

Promptly at 12 o’clock Mr. Dyer drew some 
formidable documents from his pocket and 
remarking: ‘‘Iguess we had better proceed 
with the sale, gent/einen,’’ took a command- 
ing position on the crowded 
leading down to the 
Fitzgerald stood just at elbow, 
and Recejver Fordyce remained in’the back- 
ground, A curious crowd collected on the 
pav ment, and eyes began to open in wonder- 
ment asthe master-in-chancery occasionally 
mentioned millions of dollars with an air of 
the utmost indifference. 

Master-in-Chancery Dyer read the decree of 
foreclosure under which the sale was ordered 
by the Federal Court. This providea for the 
sale of the Missouri, Arkansas and Louisiana 
divisions of the road by the master-in-chaa- 
cery, including its railroads, lands, rolliag 
atock, etc. No bid under $2, 000, - 
000 would accepted FR any 
bidder, the sum of $75, must be 

laced by bidders in the . smtp of the master 

n chancery asa guarantee that bidder would 
make good his bid, and that the balance of bid 
should be paid in cash or by surrender- 
ing to the master in chancery 
the debentures issued by the receiver: by 
releasing judgments against the road; or by 
surrendering first and second mortgage verti- 
ficates and overdue and unpaid interest war- 
rants thereon. At the conclusion of the de- 
cree of foreclosure Mr. Dyer folded his papers 
and asked: 

What do I hear for the property?“ 

SOLD FOR SIX MILLIONS. 

„S million dollars, said Mr. Fitsgerald 
at his elbow. 

The Master-in-Chancery then proceeded to 
eall the bid and ask for competition, but none 
came. Finally the property was declared sold 
to “Louis Fitzgerald, trustee, representing the 
Reorganization Committee, for $6,000,000, and 
the party broke up and adjourned once more 
to the master’s office. A check for $75,000, 
signed by the Central Trust Co. of New York, 
had already been deposited with the St. Louis 
Trust Co., Cashier Stewart of the latter com- 
pany being present to certify to that fact. The 
sale was made undera foreclosure upon first 
mortgage for $5,277,000 given to the Central 
Trust Co. of New "York, May 4, 1886, and 
of second mortgages given to the ‘Central and 
the Mercantile Trust companies for almost 
equal amounts. Mr. Dyer stated that the 
property would be turned over to the new 
purchasers as soon as possible, but could not 
be done at once, as an dvertise- 
ment iving two weeks’ ice to 
the holders of securities to turn over the 
bonds and stocks would have to be publisbed, 
aud it would take some time to get all the 
securities transferred. The formal reorgani- 
gation of the road will not take place for some 
months. 

The Texas Division receiver is Mr. H. Swan- 
son, and the Master in Chancery, through 
whom the sale will be made in Waco on 
Thursday, is Mr. F. N. Reed. F. P. Olcott, 
President of the Central Trust Co. of New 
York, is Chairman of the Reorganization 
Committee.

CANADIAN EGGS. 


DUTY PUT ON THEM WILL NOT BENEFIT 
THE AMERICAN FARMER. 


The St. Louis Dealers Stirred Up by the Pro- 
vision of the McKinley Bill Alleged to 
Have Been Made for Their Benefit—In- 
terviews on the Subject—Unanimity of 
Opinion Between Republicans and 
Democrats. 


There is a stir in the provision and commis- 
sion dealers’ corner on Change over the 
repeated statements made by Republican 
papers in this city and section 
of the country In which the farmer is told te 
expect a much lighter price for his eggs be- 
cause the McKinley bill has imposed a tax of 
5 conts per dozen on all eggs shipped into this 
country. Republican speech-makers, sup- 
porters of the McKinley bill 
and Republican newspapers openly claim 
that because of this tariff the Western and 
Southwestern farmer will reap the benefit and 
get 5 cefits per dozen more for his eggs. As 
the McKinley bill has gone into effect the 
farmers are beginning to ask why they do not 
receive more money for their products of the 
barpyard and even demand it. 

The reason why the price of eggs in the 
West or South will not de affected is 
very plain. In the spring of the 
year Canadian buyers make their 
appeararce in this part of the coun- 
try and duy about one hundred 


car loads of eggs of 10,000 dozen to the car 
and ship them north. The American hen 
having a warmer climate lays from thirty to 
sixty days earlier than the Oanadian ben, but 
thedemand for eggs begins at the same 
time im Canada and the United States. 
Eggs are purchased here at from 120 to 
l4 cents per dozen and supply the demand 
until summer when there are mere than 
enough eggs offered to supply the home de- 
mand. he climate in the West and South 
Is 0 warm that when Western eggs 
are shipped to New York and other 
Eastern markets, even after they have 
been carefully candied, the freight and 
loss causes the price to 20 up to 20 t 24 cents 
per dozen when they reach their destination. 
Canada having a cooler climate in summer 
than the Uaisted States the egg merchants 
there find they can sell their 
food in New York 
guarantee the freshness of the goods and can 
command a higher price tham the goods 
shipped from the West. 
WHAT THE EGG DEALERS SAY. 

P. M. Keily said this morning: Tune duly of 
5 cente per dozen placed on eggs imported in- 
to this country is like the duty placed 
on dried applies. It is done 
simply to throw chaff into the eyes of the 
farmer, who will not be benefited in the least. 
Not a pound of dried apples has been sent to 
this country for years, yet the McKinley Dill 
puts a duty of cents per pound 
on this product, Not 5 per 
cent of the entire egg consumption 
of the United States comes from abroad and 
the imposition of this duty to shut out 
Canadians is a positive injury. Canada buys 
100 car loads of eggs irom us every year at 12 
to 14 cents per dozen in the spring of the year 
when they are plenty and cheap and 
keep them in the cool climate of the north 
until the hen this far south refuses to lay and 
then ships abous halt the amount bought from 
us to New York andthe east in the fail when 
prices are high. The duty of 8 cents 
— dozen will prevent the Canadians 

uying irom us for the reason that they can- 
not pay the duty and freight and sell their 
goods in New York in competition with the 
Eastern egg producer. Here again is the old 
story of robbing the West and benefiting the 
East. Canada will not buy the 1,500,000 eg 
each year it used to, and we will not be able 
to get any more for oureggs in the East than 
We do nov. Isee mectiugs have been held in 
Montreal and Toronto by the commission 
merchants, and they intimated that here- 
after they would buy no more eggs 
in the Western United States. They will look 
after and urge their own producers and thus 
leave us with a supply we cannot get rid of, 
and, if anything, the farmer will getiess than 
he is N now. 

Miller 4 Co. said the Western farmer 
would not be benefited and they fear their 
trade with Canada would be greatly reduced 
if not eut off altogether by the tariff. 

Henry Broeder was emphatic in his denial

NINE MEN DROWNED,

ing, and nine members of the crew 
who tried to escape ina small boat are 
supposed to be drowmed.

Brouthers’ Base Ball Career. 


Dennis Brouthers, first baseman of the Bos- 
ton players’ team, is one of the heaviest Dats - 
men in the country, says the Boston obe. 
He was born at Silver Lake, N. I., thirty-two 
yearsago. He first played with the Actives 


of Wappinger Falls in 1877, and the following 
season found him with the Stottsville (N. Y.) 
club. He formed one of the HaYmakers of 
Lausingburg, N. T., in April and May, 1879, 
when his hard hitting and fine fielding in- 
duced the Troys to secure him for the remain- 
der of the season, this being his first profes- 
slonal engagement. He commenced the sea- 
son of i880 with the Baitimores, and on 
their disbandment in June of that year 
he joined the Rochesters, but a month 
later was again in his old position with the 
Trovs. He was fairly successful as a pitcher, 
but more successful as a fielder and a batter. 
and in 188] signed with Brooklyn to play right 
field. He finished the season as left fielder 
for the Buffalo Club, and the foliowing season 
was installed as guardian of bag No. 1. 
where he played bali up to the 
time of his transfer to the 
Detroits in 1835. As first baseman of the Wol- 
verines be was one ofthe great stalwarts of 
that team, a nonparell at the bat and a good 
man in the field. Brouthers was champion 
batter of the League during 1882, 1883 and 1889. 
He is 6 feet 1% inches in height and scales 
over 200 pounds. This year he is up among 
the leaders in batting, and it Is safe to say 
that no man in the country has knocked in 
more winning runs than Big Dan. He is 
vice-president of the Brotherhood. 
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A Base Ball Suggestion. 


A New York telegram to the Cincinnati Zn- 
quirer contains the following suggestion for 
the settlement of the base ball trouble: 

„Affairs have reached astate where it is 


next to impossible to advance an idea or ex- 
press an opinion without stepping on some- 
body's toes. Two weeks ago the Players’ 
Leayue was a solid body against the National 
League, and had the best of the battle. Te- 
day there is adivision in the ranks. Some 
body has blundered. The interests of base 
ball and base ball people do not require any 
body’s impressions on this subject at present. 
Nobody should throw obstaciesin the path 
of peace. If the war can be settled do not im- 
pede the negotiations, Aid them. 

Immediate consolidation is not necessary to 
bring about the desired end. If consolidation 
must come in ail cities let it be gradual. No 
sane man believes all of tne clubs in thetwo 
leagues can be amalgamated atonce. The 
undertaking istoo enormous. Neither does 
anybody believe that — club tn a city where 
there are two teams will be satisfied to join 
the less important organization. For the 
present I believethe welfare of both leagues 
would best beserved by a compromise—not 
consolidation. My reasons are these: Con- 
solidation will mean that somebody is te be 
‘‘thrown down.’’ Whoever that somebody 
may be, he will bowl lone and lustily. He 
will — his following with him, and the 
bitter feeling now prevalent, instead of being 
appeased, will be intensified. Base ball will 
not be improved. There are business reasons 
that commend the compromise plan. 

Nobody knows exactly what cities will and 
what cities willnet support two clubs with 
non-conflicting dates. hat the public wants 
isa cessation of the wrangling anda relief 
from the business affairs of base ball. Once 
thisisdonethe game may quickly regain its 
lost popularity. The publſe likes genuine 
contests. Think fora minute howit would 
patronize aseries of games betweon the rival 
clubsinthe various cities nextapring. Con- 
solidation will do away with this opportunity. 
There is tar more interest in such contests 
than there is in either Leagues pennant race. 
The pennant contests could be shortened for 
next year and more dates allowed for inter- 
league series. 

All this could be accomplished by an equita- 
ble national agreement and a schedule of 
non-conflicting dates. The arrangement could 
be made temporary and gradually the terri- 
torial divisions of the two bodies could be 
changed. The professional game is in sucha 
condition nowthat any mistake will prove 
fatal.

WEATHER-CROP BULLETIN. 


General Heavy Rains in the North Fill Up 
Steck Ponds— Corresvondents' Remarks. 


The weather-crop bulletin of the Missouri 
State Board of Agriculture, co-operating with 
the United States Signal Service, for the week 
ending Oct. 18, 1890, congains forty-six re- 
ports. 

The rainfall has been normal in the southern 
sections and above the normalin the north- 
ern sections. The temperature and the sun- 


shine have been normal. The general heavy 
rains in the northera halfof the State have 
filled up stock ponds and put the ground in 
good condition. The soll in the southern 
section is getting in good condition and farm 
ers are rapidly seeding wheat. Os account of 
the delay caused by the continued heavy 
rains a smaller acreage will be sown in this 
section than was expected. Young wheat is 
looking well, Correspondents’ remarks are 
as follows:
